Plan ef the Prussian Advance. 

Tours, September 23.—A writer in La 
France gives the following as the Prussian 
plan of the campaign, and claims to have the 
facts from reliable authorities: The advance 
on Paris was regulated with mathematical ex- 
actmess so as to bring several German army 
corps around the capital by the 14th of Sep- 
tember, Then Paris was to be turned on the 
south by cutting communication on that side 
with Tours, the seat of the provisional Gov- 
ernment, From Versailles, the Prussian 
headquarters, they wese to baraes Paris till it 
surrenders. 

The Resieged Strengholds. 

Metz, Strasbourg, and Toul still hold out, 
and present at least a two week's task. 
Meauwhile the Germans will detach two corps 
to Lyons, Havre and Cherbourg, and send 
flying columns througbout the country in all 
directiona for forage. Seventy-five thou- 
sand fresh cavajgg for that service are now ex- 
pected from Germapy. 

A portion of this vrogramme has already 
been realized. The writer affirms further that 
the Prussien General Steinmetz was disgraced 
because of heavy losses inflicted on his army 
by Marshal Bazaine. 

Magne, formerly Minister of Finance, writ- 
ing privately to a friend, assured him that he 
had, a short ‘tfme before the change in the 
government, paid on receipts presented for 
over one million chassepote, and that there 
were three hundred thousand other guns, As 
these guns have never been seen it shows the 
extent to which swindling was carried on ua- 
der the old regime. 

Advices from Paris. 

Tours, Sept. 23.—Newspaper files and 
letters arrive bere spasmodically from Paris. 

General Cluseret haa been recalled from 
the South, as he is thought to encourage 
discatisfaction and disorder among the peo- 
ple. 

There are immense supplies of cartridges 
at Lyons. Dispatches from that city announce 
thearnval there of great numbers of French 
prisoners, who escaped while’en route to Ger- 
many under guard. 

Balloons at Paris are still in active use, 
enabling the military authorities to keep a 
sharp watch on the movements of the Prus- 
siane, 

* Another Balloon from Metz. 

Another balloon from Marshal Bszaiue’s 
beadquarters has fallen within the territory 
comtrolled by the French. The balloon con- 
tained 187 letters. From these it scems that 
butcber’s meat is very dear at — and the 
army and citizens are consequently eating 
horse-@esh. There is great plenty of provis- 
ions other then meat. 

Garibaldi. 

General Garibaldi is still a prisoner on the 
island of Caprera. Italian war vessels are 
cruising about to prevent bis escape to France. 

Orleans and Tours. 

Tours, Sept. 23 —Effective military meas- 
ures have been taken for the protection of 
Orleans and Tours. 

No news received here from Paris. The 
people and journals seem to accept its ab- 
sence as a matter of course. 

The Concentration Before Paris. 

It is reported that the Prussians are with- 
drawing their force from other points, to con- 
centrate them around Paris. Their cavalry is 
in incessant motion. Numberless squads of 
Uhlans Patrol the country for miles around 
the capital in every direction, their main ob- 
ject being to cut off all communications; but 
Paris will surely hold out, and will proceed 
to hold elections for the constituent Assem- 
bly, even under the sabres of the Prussians. 

Spanish Volunteers. 

A corps of Spanish guerrillas are forming 
at Toulouse to assist in the defense of the 
country. Minister Gambetta bas sent a Prefect 
to take charge of the department of Haut 
Rhine. Valentine, the Prefect appointed to 
the department of Bas Rheine, has succeeded 
in entering Strasbourg.

IMPORTED GOODS IN BOND. 

It is expected that the regulations of the 
Treasury Department tor the transportation 
of imported goods in bond to Chicago, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati Louisville will be ready 
by Monday for lication, and will go 
tnto effect on October Ist, bat the restric- 
tions which are to be made will interfere with 
the practical working ofthe law. The regu- 
lations will require all raiiroad companies 
who accept contracts for carrying goods to 
provide iron cars made on a peculiar method 
for locking with locks insid@ and out, and no 
matter if there are ten pounds of bonded mer- 
chancise in ¢he cars po other goods cin be 
put in with it, but it madt go on with what- 
ever amount of goods are furnished to be 
sent. They must furnish the locks desig- 
nated by the Treasury Department, give the 
keys to the Government officials appoint- 
ed for that purpose and pay the 
salaries of the officials. If the goods are lost 
in transit, they must pay for them at invoice, 
Or more if a higher value be proven, and 
must sign a bond or contract to perform all 
the requirements of the law and regulations 
in detail, These are but a few of the annoy- 
ances, and every expense must necessarily 
fallon the shipper. It seemed to be tho 
principal study of Congress to creaté new 
offices—inspectors, gaugers, weighers, store- 
keepers, sgents, &c.—and net to benefit the 
class Of shippers intended. It is believed 
that the whole system will fail upon 
the first trial. Express Companies 
and certain large railroad corporations, after 
making inauiries, have proclaimed verbally to 
their friends that they will not make con- 
tracts under the system, as they do not be- 
lieve the amount of shipping that will be done 
under it will justify the expense of preparing 
care, &c., for the business, as shippers will 
prefer to pay dutjes at the sea coast, and ship 
the goods free of surveiliance and other ex- 
penses to the point of destination. Some of 
the railroad companies object strenuously to 
that feature of the regulation which compels 
them to rum a car from New York to Chicago, 
half freighted, with bonded goods, when it 
ought to@e filled np with domestic freight to 
aid in paying the expenses of the trip. 

RETRENCHMEAT, 

The Treasury Department ordered to-day 
the dismissal of ten or twelve internal reve- 
nue gaugers and storekeepers in the Chicago 
district, m order to reduce expenses.

THE JAPAN DISASTER. 


Over One Hundred and Twenty 

Killed—The Deaths of Many Pro- 
- duced Japanese Treatment— 

Interesting Particulars. 

Crticaeo, Sept. 28.—The following addi- 
tioral details, to those already sent, of the ex- 
plosion of ihe steamer Y eddo, in the harbor of 
Yeddo, Japan. The death of many was has- 
tened, if not brought on, by the Japanese 
doctors, These men have a bitter hatred to- 
wards foreign physicians, and do not wish to 
see their peopie treated by them. These na- 
tive doctors took off the bandages that had 
been put on by foreign doctors,aud commenced 
their own treatment upon them. Nearly all 
of those who weree thus dealt with died. It 
is reported that almost all the wounded Japan- 
ese have died, but as they were scattered it 
is doubtful whether the number of deaths is 
actually known. Several Japanese have told 
me that, including those killed outright and 
those who since died, the number is over 
one hundred and twenty. If such is the case, 
a large number of deaths must have been 
caused by bad treatment of the Japancse doc- 
tors, for all wounded foreigners and several 
Japanese who were entirely under the treat- 
ment of the foreign doctors are dving well 
and doubtless will recover, although some 
were severely scald 

The most pitiable object of all was the 
youngest child of Mr. Cornes. I[t is only 
three months old. Of the whole family, it 
alone was 8 . Ate preservation seems 
miraculous. All around it were killed, Im- 
mediately after the explosion Mr. Skinner, 
one of tae wopnded foreigners, heard it cry- 
ing, and went and took it in bis arms, thus 
saving it from drowning by water, which was 
fast running into the wreck. The poor little 
thing was uninjured, except a slight scald on 
each forearm. It is now cared for in the hos- 
pitable family of Dr. Hepburn, of Yokohoma. 

Mr. Cernes was a missionary of the Ameri- 
can Presbyterian Church. During the fate 
American war heserved in a Pennsylvania

He graduated at 
Washivgton and Jeflerson Coll: ge, Pennsyl- | 
vania, taking the highest honors of hig claas.

He wat a wan of more than ordinary 
ability, and never failed to gain the oe 
of those who Knew him.

The historian 
of that event, describes thewituation in 
words which are curiously applicable now: 
“France, without its sovereign, without 
money in its treasnsy, without an army, 
without officers to command it, encom- 
passed on all sides by a victorious, active 


destruction.” The present situation of 
Paris has settled that the historian of this 
war shall not be able te go on with the 
passage in Rosertson’s “Charles the 
Fith” and say, “The great abilities of the

All of the great towns of France have 
accepted the republic. In these towns the 
particular class of the Parisian population 
which made or applauded the revolution 
is very largely represented.

Notwithstanding the desperate state ot 
affairs, there is no'sign of any ‘disposition 
on the part of France to entertain the no- 
tion of giving up Alsace and Lorraine. 
The republic dare not recommend the 
transler of these two provinces to the ene- 
my; and there is no conceivable form of 
government in France which could sign a 
treaty of which this shofid be one of the 
conditions. To insist upon the retention 
of Alsace and Lorraing therefore, as a 
necessary condition of peace, is to make 
that peace impossible. . It is to declare that 
the war sball last for ever between the 
two peoples of France and Germany. Let 
the Germans, even in their present state 
of national exaltation, reflect whether they 
are prepared to incur the risks and the 
cost of a perennial contest such as they 
have been maintaining for the last few 
weeks. They have now a chance of win- 
ning the good opimion and the sympathy 
of the civilized world, by retiring from a 
struggle in which every legitimate object 
of the national ambition has already been 
gained. They will retire as conquerors 
having secured all for which they took up 
arms. To look for more than this will ar- 
gue as much lack of prudence as of gen- 
erosity # “ 


The Next Governer of Keatucky. 
Certain persons are endeavoring to 
create the impression that the next Demo- 
cratic nominee for Governor is to be 
selected, “as a matter of course,” from 
“Western Kentucky.” We have been 
thinking all along that he was to be chosen 
from Kentucky. But the persons referred 
to declare otherwise. He is to be taken, 
they reiterate, from “Western Kentucky.” 
Eastern Kentucky and Central Kentucky 
and Southern Kentucky—and Kentucky, 
which embraces the entire Commonwealth 
—are not to be considered according to 
the map thus laiddown. The State is to 
be cut in sections, patronage is to be 
divided out im geographical parcels, and 
the Democratic party is to be a means not 
of selecting the best men but of satisfying 
the prearranged and dove-tailed interests 
of particular localities and cliques. ‘ 
This isa programme which cannot be 
made to work it its authors were infinitely 
more influential and astute than we take 
them to be. The people of Kentucky, 
who have no interest in officia) bread and 
butter, are too wise to allow themselves to 
be set apart in lots and groups, 
to become the prey of candidates, 
to be raffled for and won and lost 
in detail, to form simply the material 
for intmgues rendered sate and easy by sec- 
tional feeling. When we elect a Governor 
he loses his local identity and assumes the 
yerger ‘character of the first citizen of the 
State. There is no possible advantage to 
the community from which he is sprung 
issuing out of the circumstance of his elec- 
tion or his administration. He should, 
therefore, be the most fit man tor the place 
without regard to his omgin, his birth- 
place or his dwelling-place. Any other 
ruling is to admit, on the face of the nom. 
ination, the play of analien, which in most 
cases will prove an unworthy and, in the 
long run, an injudicious influence. 
Sectionalism is, in itself, a dangerous 
tendency. It often defeats the best men 
andthe best measures because it inflames 
the minds of masses of men and affords 
wire-workers an opportunity to form com- 
binations. Those of us who care nothing 
about patronage—who are indifferent to 
personal ambition—who ignore cliques and 
fagtions—who seek only the good of the 
State and the people—are of the opinion 
that the nominees of the Democratic parfy 
for the various State offices should be 
chosen on account of especial merits, not 
on account of particular regions. If West- 
ern Kentucky has an available man for 
Governor, take him. If Eastern Kentycky 
has a better, take Aim. If Central Ken- 
tucky has one better than either, set both 
aside and take him. He is not to be Gov- 
ernor of Western, or Central, or Eastern 
Kentucky, but of Kentucky; and, as his 
nomination is equivalent to eléction, every

The Defense ot Paris. 
As many persons anticipated, the in- 
terview between Beemdfick and JULES 
Favre has come to nothing, and so the 
siege of Paris goes on. That the city can 
be successfully defended, at least for a 
time ient to enable the manhood of 
} France to gather itselt together for her re- 
lief, we can’ havé but smali doubt. Her 
double line of works 1s formidable enongh, 


regular soldiers, to keep at bay any num- 
ber of enemies. All that skill and‘science 
can do has been done glready to strengthen 

the fortifications and to multiply the 

means of defense. There is no lack of food 

within the walls even for a populatiog of 
two millions, unless in this respect also 
the assurances of the authorities are a de- 
fusion. Encumbered as the garrison must 
be with its enormous hordes of®non-com- 
betants, there muag be at least two hun- 
dred thousand adult males among the civil 
population capable of bearing arms, and 
who behind walls and in such a cause 
ought to beable to render good service. 

The armament of the batteries, both in the 
outer forts and in the enceinte, should be 
ot & power and range superiag to any guns 
which the Germgns are likely to tse 
)against the city. A whole month has 
been available to the besieged for the stor- 
ing of their resources, and tor the cdmple* 
tion cf the works of defense. Finally, 
Paris possesses in General Trocuu a 
leader who should be not unworthy even 
fur so great and responsible an office as the 
governorship of the capital of France m a 
time of siege. 

If we have any misgivings as to 
the issue, they do not rise from a 
want of confidence in the material and 
pbysical defenses ot Paris. But bave we 
any assufance as to the capacity of the 
Parisians to stand asiege? Will they be 
able to enfulate the feats which have 
made the names of Sedan, Toul 
and Strasbourg glonous among the 
dismal records of the present war? Is 
the spirit of the brave little t : in 
the Vosges to be found among the “fn 
de Parte—the spoilt children of luxury, 
pampered votaries of pleasure? It is\a 
great trial to which the people of Paris 
are to be exposed——a trial such as no city 
in our generation has had to undergo, 
which even Paris has never before experi- 
enced in the same degree. Is there - 
otism enough left in that gay, 
frivolous population to support the weig 
which is now thrown upon them? P 
has seen ma marvels, but this wall be 
the greatest, when Capua becomes.a Sa- 
guntum, when the faneurs, the boule. 
vardiers, the readers of the Figaro, the 
attendants at Mabille are transformed 
into heroes capable of stemming by their 
hardihood and valor the flood of the Ger- 
man invasion. The qualty of the Parisian 
temper is such that no one can anticipate 
the turn it will take, and the people which 
laugbs and rejgices over the republic 
the very same day which brings it cri 4 
so tremendous a calamity as that of Sedan 
is one which defies all ordinary laws of 
calculation. They may “play the antique 
Romans” and give:the world assurance of 
a kind of manhood yet unsuspected. If 
they are of a spirit which is kept up upon 
the most trivial sustenanceythey are a 
of a disposition quick to despair. 

This ss the danger to Paris—not that her 
ramparts are weak, that her guns are de 
fective, that her garrison lacks courage o 
akill, but that she is divided and distract 
in heart, that she is agitated by a twofol 
anxiety, that there must be one eye for the 
city and another tor the republic. How, 
ever patriotic, however resolute, however 
brave her citizens may be, they enter upo 
the serious business of the defense of th 
fortifications burdened with a terrible load 
of confused duties and feelings and vy 
heavily weighted tor the struggle which i 
to come. 

In Kentucky and in Missouri, 
The Louisville Commercial undertakes 
to excuse the opposition pf the President 
to the céurse of the fiber) Republicans in 
Missouri by reference to certain liberal 
sentiments toward Virginia which were 
entertained, it alleges, by General GRant 
last year.

The German Error. . 

Bismarck has made a mistake. To pro- 
long the war cannot serve m any way the 
interests of Germany. No greater glory 
can be won by Germany than would ac- 
crue to her by a generous policy towards 
France. Admitting the right of the Ger- 
| mans to insist upoi® some compensation 
for the cost of the~war—to exact some 
guarantees against recurrence—it can- 
not be to their reakinterest to insist upon 
conditions of peace which sball cripple and 
degrade their adversaries. There can be 
no finer opportunity for the nation to dis- 
play that moral superionty of which it 
boasts than is afforded at this crisis. To 
despoil France of any portion of her an- 
cient territory—ot the soil which has been 
consecrated to her by two centuries of 
possession, and certainly by the unani- 
moys willof the population, is to imitate 
the conduct of the very aggressor against 
whose cupi and unscrupulousness the 
Germans have protested. To .compél Al- 
gace and Lorraine- to become German 
when they desire vehemently to remain 
French, is an outrage upon that very prin- 
ciple of nationality of which the Germans 
profess to be the champions, and which 
they have invoked in)their defense. It is 
to revive the age ofcenquest, to perpetuate 
the spirit of aggression, to keep alive for 
ever the quarrel between France and Ger- 
many. It is impossibie that Germany can 
gain anything of substantial strength by 
the annexation of the two coveted prov- 
inces; it is certain that she would lose much 
in the effort to retain, as she must do, their 
allegiance by violence, and to protect them 
against France. 


The Last Act of the Drama. 

The graphic narrative published in yes- 
terday’s issue of the Courntmr-JoURNAL 
may, be regarded as the funeral of the Em_ 
peror if not of the empire. No one could. 
read it without sadness joined to a feeling 
of hearty respect for NAPoLeon, whose 
conduct, as described, was altegether 
handsome. Bui it closes the career of a 
man who for tweaty years has played the 
largest part in Eurepe, and dismisses from 
the criticism ot his contemporaries to the 
judgment of history the author of the 
coup @etat and the restorer of the Napole- 
onic empire. The empire may survive the 
present terrible shock, but the reins of 
power have fallen forever trom the hands 
of NAPOLEON the Third. The prisone,of 
the King of Prussiaggnows that he is no 
longer a possible ruler of France. He 
knows that upon him falls, ih the vulgar 
judgment at least, the responsibility of all 
the terrible losses and humiliations which 
France has sustained in one short month. 
He must feel that, worn by fearful physical 
suffering and mental anxiety, he has not 
the strength which would be needed of the 
man who upon the resumption of peace 
should undertake to rebuild, so far as it 
may be done, the prosperity and the power 
of France.

The War News. 

The siege of Paris has begun in earnest, and 
continued fighting is in progress. Ia conse- 
quence of the severance of Paris communica- 
tions, the pews of the siege is scarce, and 
there are few details of the severe batties that 
have taken piece. The details must come a 
good .ways from the vicinity by letter, and 
eeveral days must elapse before any particu- 
lars ean be received. There are advices from 
Paris of the 20th. These show that the Paris- 
ians are determined on defending the city to 
the last, that the place is well fortified, and 
that provisions are plentiful.

Another Example ot {ts Evil Effects. 

For some time past there has been considera- 
bie complaint on the part of the officers of the 
City Court against certain civil magistrates who 
are charged with accepting from parties charged 
with crime coming within the jurisdiction of that 
court, inadequate or worthless bail. It is said 
that the accused party has only to secure the ser- 
vices of a police lawyer, make applicdtion for 
bail, pay over the $2, and the bond is issued 
without regurd to whether the party offered for 
ball isa lk gal bondsman or not. 

The prisoner being set at liberty. endeavors to 
compromise his case, if it be a serious one, and 
is often enabled to do so by inducing the prose- 
cuting party, or witnesses, bot to appear against 
him. If he fails if this be ‘“‘skips out,” forfeits 
his straw bell, and the only alternative left to 
the court ig to issue @ capias for his rearrest, 
which is otten d It, if mot impossible, te ac- 
complish. Judge Price, who has wrought a great 
chapge in the administration pf the City 
Court, complains that he finds this 
a serious hindrance to the proper administra- 
tion ef justice in his court, and to ameliorate the 
condition of affairs as farashe can, has issued 
positive instructions to the jailer to admit to bail

"a striking example of how the ends of justice 
are defeated by the practice above referred .to 
was developed in the (ity Court yesterday morn- 
ing. One Mike Sheban was arrested on Wednes-
